PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 

OF  AREA. 

The  town  of  Darwen  is  situated  in  a valley.  Latitude  53°  41'  25"  N.  and 
Longitude  2°  28'  32"  W. , and  runs  almost  due  north  and  south,  being  about 
live  miles  in  e.xtent,  on  the  highwax’  between  Blackburn  on  the  north  and 
Bolton  on  the  south.  Ihe  centre  of  the  town  stands  500. feet  above  sea  level, 
the  higher  parts  of  the  town  reaching  oxer  800  feet  aboxe  sea  level,  its 
situation  favouring  the  free  circulation  of  air  and  free  exposure  to  sunlight. 

The  Rixer  Darwen  runs  northward  through  the  vallex’. 

The  soil  on  which  the  town  is  built  ('onsists  of  boulder  clax'  overh  ing 
the  sandstone  or  shale  of  the  coal  measures.  Tn  the  middle  of  the  vallex’ 
along  the  rixerside,  graxel  and  sand  form  the  subsoil,  the  land  rises  uji  on 
each  side  of  the  moorland,  that  on  the  West  side  forming  the  gathering 
ground. 

There  is  onlx'  one  district  of  any  importance,  xiz.,  TIoddlesden,  situate 
at  a distance  of  txxo  m les  to  the  East,  with  a populatic.ai  of  about  720, 


The  inhahitants  are  chiefly  of  the  artisan  and  labouring  classes.  The 
chief  occupations  include  (iotton  Weaving,  Paper  Making,  Fire  Cla}-  and  Iron 
Workers.

No  conditions  of  employment  or  environ- 
ment appear  to  have  had  a prejudicial  effect  on  health. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION, 


For  Smallpox — Two  beds  at  Rough  Height  Farm  House. 

For  other  Infectious  Diseases — Scarlet  Fe\er,  1 block,  20  beds  ; for 
Tyiihoid  Fever  8 beds  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital. 

These  properties  are  owned  by  the  Corjioration. 

The  Typhoid  Fever  block  at  Bull  Hill  Hosjiital  is  loaned  to  the  Lanca- 
shire County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tul^erculosis. 

During  the  year  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3 of  T\'phoid  Fever,  and  1 
of  Erysipelas  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

There  is  accommodation  provided  at  Bull  Hill  Hospital  for  the  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis.  The  patients  are  admitted  through  the  Lancashire 
County  Tuberculosis  Committee. 

During  the  }’ear  58  ]:)atients  were  sent  Ijv’  the  County  Committee  to  Bull 
Hill  Sanatorium. 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  (locallx  ) for  the  treatment  of 
maternity  cases,  or  for  children’s  ailments.  The  Queen’s  Park  Hospital, 
Blackburn,  is  the  Union  Infirmary  for  Darwen,  etc.,  and  admits  maternity  and 
other  cases  from  Darwen  as  required.  The  only  other  public  institution  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  is  the  Royal  Infirmary,  which  stands  at  the  Southern 
end  of  the  neighbouring  County  Borough  of  Blackburn. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children,  in  the  town,  other  than  sending  them  into 
Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn. 

Two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  been  established.  One 
at  No.  43,  Bolton  Road,  is  open  daily  from  9 to  10a.m.  and  4-30  to  5-30  p.m. 
Special  afternoon  sessions  are  held  every  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  from  2-30 
to  5 p.m.  The  other  Centre  is  at  (ireenfield  Institute  and  an  afternoon  session 
is  held  on  Thursdays  from  2-30  to  5 p.m. 

We  have  no  Day  Nursery. 
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There  is  one  School  Clinic  (at  Holker  House),  established  and  main* 
tained  by  the  local  Education  Authority. 

At  20,  Railway  Road,  Darwen,  there  is  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary, 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  where  patients 
attend  for  examination  once  each  week. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  the  removal  of  Infectious  cases  we  have  one  horse-drawn 
ambulance.  For  non-infectioiis  and  accident  cases  a motor  ambulance  is 
available  at  Mr.  H.  Harwood’s  Station  Garage  in  agreement  with  the  Town 
Council  and  during  1925  was  called  out  on  243  occasions. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Arrangements  in  the  district  for — (a)  General  Nursing.  There  is  a 
District  Nursing  Association  in  the  town  employing  about  six  nurses.  Dis- 
tricts are  allotted  to  these  nurses.  They  attend  the  sick  and  carry  out  the 
physicians  instructions.  (b)  For  Infectious  Diseases  the  Council  make  a 
grant  to  the  said  District  Nursing  Association  of  iilO  10s.  Od.  and  pay  1/-  per 
nursing  visit  for  attendance  upon  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  Pneumonia  (in 
children  up  to  5 years’  old).  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  Ophthalmia.  Neonatorum,  and 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

The  Local  Authority  has  instituted  a scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  for 
necessitous  infants  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  During  1925  free 
grants  in  necessitous  cases  were  made  as  follows  : — 

Milk  value  £21  19s.  9d.,  Dried  Milk  £l  lOs.  3d.,  a total  of  £2S  10s.  Od. 

Midwives. — None  employed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

On  the  County  Council  Register  there  are  16  Midwives,  all  of  whom  are 
practising  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  Midwives  pra.ctising  in  the  Borough  fourteen  of  them  are  trained 
and  hold  Certificates,  whilst  two  are  Registered  but  untrained. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  is  sufficient  for  the  district. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

The  two  Sanitary  Inspectors,  each  in  their  own  district,  take  samples 
of  water  and  milk  for  analysis  that  is  thought  necessary.  During  the  year 
15  samples  of  cows  milk  have  been  taken  and  one  of  water.  All  were  rejiorted 
as  being  genuine  and  satisfactory  by  the  Public  Analyst.

CO-OPERATION  WITH  MEDICAL  AND  ANCILLARY  SERVICES,  ETC. 

The  Medical  men  work  in  compVtc  amity  with  the  Health  Department, 
and  help  us  in  ever}’  way  in  regard  to  our  work. 

In  regard  to  \ oluntary  Hospitals  a well  arranged  scheme  of  workmen’s 
weekl}’  contributions  has  been  formulated.  The  collections  from  this  are 
paid  to  a Central  Fund  Committee.  This  Committee  allocates  the  fund  to 
the  hospitals  and  also  the  District  Nursing  Assreiations  in  Blackburn,  Darwen, 
etc.,  thereby  secur  ng  attent’on  to  an\’  medical  or  surgical  requirement. 

The  Poor  Law  Authorities  work  amicabl}-  w th  us  in  regard  to  any 
cases  referred  to  them. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  collected  mostl}'  from  Moorland,  and  is  of  good  qualit> , 
The  ser^■ice  is  a constant  one. 

The  approximate  number  of  rlwellmghouses  supplied  direct  is  10,249. 
There  is  no  supjily  by  stand  pipe. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  contamination  in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling- 

houses. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action  as  the  water  is  first 
treated  and  the  lead  supply  pipes  are  tin  washed. 

There  is  no  insufficiency. 

No  extensions  were  required  during  the  }'ear. 

The  amount  used  during  the  year  was  372,054,000  gallons  ; 52,162,000 
be-ng  for  trade  purposes,  the  remainder  for  domestic  use  at  the  rate  of  22.5 
gallons  per  head  per  day. 

The  total  Rainfall  for  the  \ ear.on  the  Watershed  was  51.56  inches,  and 
in  Bold  Venture  Park  52.72  inches.  W'e  had  rain  on  227  days. 

The  heaviest  Rainfall  was  in  h'ebruaiy  with  8.98  inches,  and  the  lowest 
in  June,  with  0.26  inches. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  ri\er  is  regular’y  sampled  for  jiollution.  Inspections  are  also 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Ins])ectors.  It  appears  to  me  necessary  that  paving 
of  the  river  bed  should  be  seriously  considered. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Bacteriological  method  is  the  one  in  use  for  the  treatment  of 
sewage,  and  appears  to  be  efficient. 

The  Drainage  system  of  the  town  is  the  one  known  as  the  combined 
system.  I here  has  been  no  new  development  in  the  s^■stem  during  the  year, 
ajiart  from  the  necessary  cleansing  and  repairs. 
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There  are  a few  scattered  houses  situated  in  outly’ng  parts  of  the 
town  to  which  our  drainage  system  has  not  \’et  been  extended.  These 
houses  are  still  on  the  pail  system  and  necessitate  the  collection  and  removal 
of  the  excreta  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Water  and  Smoke  tests  are  ai)[)bed  to  drains. 

Sewers  are  frequently  flushed.

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It  was  necessary  to  close  St.  Joseph  s Infants  School  entirely  on 
account  of  Mumps  from  3rd  Pebruar}’  to  23rd  February,  1925.

Housing. 

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  AREA. 

The  houses  are  mostly  built  of  stone.  The  newl}'-built  houses  are, 
howe\er,  of  lirick.  There  are  a few  houses  in  certain  areas  of  the  town 
which  require  much  repairing  to  keep  them  in  reasonable  order.  (ienerally 
the  houses  are  of  a good  quality  both  in  building  and  accommodation. 

Estimating  for  displacements  that  may  occur  in  the  poorest  part  of 
the  town  we  calculate  that  about  150  houses  may  be  required. 

Building  is  at  present  being  conducted  by  the  Corporation,  Darwen 
Industrial  Co-operative  Society  Ltd.,  Spring  Yale  Garden  Village  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  se\eral  local  contractors. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the  iiopulation  during  the 
period  of  review  nor  is  any  anticipated  in  the  future. 


OVERCROWDING. 

In  the  poorer  districts  of  town  young  married  people  of  poorer  classes 
tend  to  rent  rooms  rather  than  rent  a house  and  jjay  for  such  rooms  more 
than  the  rent  of  a house.  No  definite  case  of  overcrowding  has  come  to 
our  notice. 

Cases  have  been  reported  to  us  ; but  when  measurements  of  houses 
have  lieen  taken,  we  have  found  no  evidence  of  overcrowding. 


FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

I he  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  good. 

Ihe  general  character  of  delects  found  to  exist  in  unfit  houses  are 
dam]mess,  impeifect  ventilation,  and  defectu’e  windows. 
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The  majority  of  the  proi^ert}-  in  the  town  is  tenant-owned. 

In  the  poorer  parts  of  the  town  the  type  of  tenant  occujiying  these 
houses  in  many  cases  causes  destruction  to  property.  It  is  also  in  regard 
to  this  type  of  house  that  landlords  are  reluctant  to  spend  much  money  on 
their  reimir.  We,  however,  after  consultation  with  the  owners  find  no  diffi- 
culty in  inducing  them  to  carry  out  our  requirements. 

GENERAL  ACTION  TAKEN  AS  REGARDS  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts  action  is  mostly  taken  under  Sections  91 
ami  46  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Umler  the  Housing  Acts  one  case  under  .Section  3 of  the  1925  Act  is 
being  complied  with. 

W'e  have  no  difficulties  in  remedying  unfitness  either  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  or  under  .Section  3 of  the  Housing  Act,  1925. 

No  special  action  is  required  to  secure  iinjoroved  management  of  pro- 
perty by  owners. 

To  ensure  better  care  of  property  by  tenants,  notices  are  occasionally 
posted  in  water  closet  buildings  warning  the  tenants  against  the  iniproi:>er  use 
of  same.  Adv  ice  is  also  given  tO'  tenants  by  the  .Sanitary  Inspectors,  Health 
Visitors  and  .School  Nurse. 

Owners  are  met  by  amicable  arrangement  where  difhcultv^  arises  in 
carrving  out  necessary  work. 

Back-to-back  houses  are  few  in  numbers.  These  houses  are  regularly 
inspected  and  kejit  in  as  gocxl  a sanitary  condition  as  it  is  possible  to  keep 
them. 

Water  supjih'  as  affecting  housing  is  good. 

Closet  accommodation  is  now  good. 

Refuse  disposal  is  good. 

One  hundred  and  twentv-eight  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  during  1925.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Tlio  milk  supplied  lu  Dnrwcn  is  of  good  quality. 

The  farms  are  regularl\-  iiisj^eeted  and  the  farmers  themselves  take  an 
interest  in  general  cleanliness.  One  farmer  has  now  renovated  his  farm 
and  has  been  granted  permission  to  seM  “ Orade  A ” Milk  (April,  1926).  It 
IS  worthy  of  note  that  in  this  district  the  Farmers’  Association  are  impressing 
u]Don  the  farmers  the  need  for  general  cleanliness  and  hygienic  methods  in  all 
processes  in  regard  to  the  milk  supply. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  The  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Amendment)  Act,  1922,  and  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders 
are  all  being  complied  with  according  to  the  various  provisions  of  the  Acts. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order  one  Dealer’s  License  to 
se’l  “ Orade  ” (Tuberculin  Tested)  Milk  has  been  granted. 

There  has  been  no  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  or 
of  licenses  for  graded  milk. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  are  periodically  inspected. 
Their  condition  is  fairl}-  good. 

Regulations  were  made  on  the  4th  April,  1898  ; these  are  enforced. 
The  cubic  capacity  mentioned  in  the  Regulations  is  600  cubic  feet  per  cow. 

There  are  88  cowkeepers  on  the  Registers  and  31  Dair}'men.  One 
hundred  and  eighty-one  Inspections  ha\  e been  made  b\’  the  Inspectors  during 
the  year. 

When  necessar\'  the  \eterinary  surgeon  is  called  in  to  inspect  dairy 

cows. 

1 he  powei s under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1922,  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925,  are  being  applied  in  respect  of  Tuberculous  Milk  and  Tuber- 
culous Cattle. 

During  1925  we  had  no  occasion  to  obtain  any  samples  of  milk  for 
bacteriological  examination. 


MEAT. 

The  Meat  Inspector  regnlarly  attends  at  the  Slaughterhouses  during 
the  tunes  of  k.ll.ng  He  inspects  all  live  animals  and  again  inspects  them 
post-n,ortem.  He  deals  with  all  diseased  oondit.ons  found  and  if  in  any 
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doubt  as  to  the  condeiiination  of  tlie  wliole  carcase  or  any  part  of  such  carcase 
he  asks  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  opinion,  and  if  necessary  we 
then  refer  it  to  the  Veterinary  Inspectoi. 

In  regard  to  any' extra  killing,  the  butcher  or  farmer  notifies  the  Meat 
Inspector,  the  place,  day,  and  hour,  so  that  the  Inspector  can  be  present. 

The  Meat  Inspector  reports  all  cases  of  tubercular  conditions  which 
he  finds,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  takes  any  further  steps  by 
writing  to  the  Authority  concerned.  Should  any  farmer  in  this  Borough  be 
involved,  the  Inspector  for  the  district  in  which  the  farm  is  situate,  visits  and 
reports  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Further  action  is  taken  if  neces- 
sary according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations. 

Diseased  meat  is  condemned  and  afterwards  cremated  in  the  town’s 
destructor. 

The  stalls,  shops,  stores  and  vehicles  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Inspectors  and  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  are  being  complied  with. 


SLAUCHTERHOUSESc 

A public  slaughterhouse  has  been  provided  and  this  is  conducted 
satisfactorily. 

There  is  only  one  private  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  town.  This 
private  slaughterhouse  (occupied  by  a wholesale  butcher)  was  licensed  many 
years  prior  to  1920. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  80  Bakehouses  and  on  the  whole  they  are  in  a fairly  good 
condition. 


OTHER  PREMISES. 

There  are  in  addition  to  the  Bakehouses,  104  other  premises  where 
food  is  prepared. 

The  various  workshops,  bakehouses,  etc.,  where  food  is  prepared  are 
kept  under  strict  supervision. 
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The  amount  of  food  surrendered  or  condemned  a«  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumi;tion  is  as  follows — 

(a)  Tuberculous  carcases  and  parts — Approximate  weight,  3,863  lbs., 
taken  from  25  Beasts  and  36  Bigs. 

(Ij)  Diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome  meat,  othei  than  above 

App’roximate  weight,  8,058  lbs.,  taken  from  505  Beasts, 
143  Sheep,  3 Cahes  and  19  Pigs. 

(c)  Other  Foodstuffs-- -100  lbs.  Apples,  50  Rabbits,  189  lbs.  Sheep 
Feet,  42  lbs.  Pears,  142  lbs.  Fish  (Graylings). 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings. 

There  ha\  e been  no  cases  of  food  jioisoning  reported  to  me  during  the 

year. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Fifteen  sanpiles  of  cows’  milk  were  purchased  by  the  Ins]iectors  and 
submitted  for  anal}'sis.  The  whole  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

W^e  have  not  taken  any  action  during  the  year  in  respect  of  Condensed 
Milk  Regulations,  1923,  Dried  Milk  Regulations,  1923,  or  the  Milk  and  Cream 
Regu'ations,  1912-1917. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  A^!D  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY. 

The  only  notewcrdiy  fact  in  relation  to  Infectious  Diseases  was  that 
which  occuired  during  1925  when  two  cases  of  Paratyi^hoid  Fever  were  notified. 
l'|)on  mf]uir\  into  these  cases  it  was  found  that  the  patients  (females)  were 
members  of  a jDarty  of  six  who  had  sjient  a month’s  holiday  m Southern 
franco  and  on  the  Mediterranean  shore.  The  illness  which  manifested  itself 
about  10  days  after  their  arrival  home,  suggested  either  Typhoid  or  Mediter- 
ranean fever.  Bacteriological  examination  confirmed  Paratyphosus

The  cases 
had  no  connection  with  each  other. 


We  have  discovered  no  “ return  ” cases  of  .Scarlet  Fever. 

Cases  of  Pneumonia  occurring  locallx  do  not  exceed  the  a\’eragc  for 
the  country  generall}’. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  Corporation  ha\e  an  arrangement  with  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, ^’ork  Place,  Manchester,  for  the  exajiiination  of  Pathological  and 
Bacteriological  specimens,  the  Corporation  pa\’ing  the  necessary  fees. 

Ihe  luimiier  of  Bacteriological  F.xaminalions  is  as  folUnvs — Blood  4, 
Sputum  18,  Throat  Swabs  17,  others  2 (Faeces). 


In  addition  the  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  Department  (Dr.  MacPhee’s) 
have  e.xamined  132  specimens  of  Sputum  with  a positive  result  in  16  cases  and 
a negative  result  in  116.

The  Dis- 
infecting medium  used  being  either  .Sulphur  or  Formalin. 

A new  disinfecting  station  .and  modern  apparatus  has  been  erected 
near  the  centre  of  the  town  on  a site  adjoining  the  Electricity  Works  at  Shorey 
Bank.  This  station  came  into  use  during  January,  1925,  and  the  following

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

I wo  Health  \ isitors  have  been  appointed  and  we  have  established  two 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Two  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the 
Bolton  Road  Centre,  and  one  at  the  Greenfield  Centre.  Advice  is  given 
daily  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  Bolton  Road  Centre  to  any  mothers  between 
the  hours  of  9 to  10  a. in.,  and  4-30  to  5-30  p.m.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  attends  one  session  each  week  for  ante-natal  work.  Children  up  to 
5 years  are  weighed  and  record  cards  are  kept.

The  incidence  of  inaterna.l  mortality  is  6 deaths  in  546  births.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  llealtli  and  the  Health  Visitors  make  detailed  inquiries  in 
regard  to  maternal  deaths,  sti  Ibirths  and  infant  deaths.  All  the  informa- 
tion is  filed. 


Dur  ng  the  }’ear,  159  exjiet'tant  mothers  have  been  ach  ised,  as  required, 
at  the  (ientres  or  at  their  homes.  Of  these  cases  all  had  successful  con- 
finements, no  illness,  no  deaths  resulting  in  any  of  them. 


The  Poor  Law  Authorities  deal  with  cases  of  unmarnecl  mothers, 
illegitimate  children,  and  children  temporarily  or  jiermanently  deprived  of  a 
home  w-th  their  own  parents. 


We  have  made  arrangements  for  a suppl}'  of  milk  in  necessitous  cases. 
The  total  of  free  milk  grants  during  1925,  wa.s  Nalued’at  £35  10s.  Od.  The 
a])plicants  for  this  grant  fi'l  up  a form  ; inquiries  are  made  regarding  the 
social  conditions  and  income  of  applicants  and  a graded  scale  is  worked  to 
before  any  grant  of  free  milk  is  made.  • 


If  any  children  under  5 \ ears  of  age  require  orthojjirdic  treatment  they 
are  sent  to  Queen’s  Park  ITosj’iital  where  there  is  a sj^ecial  open-air  block  for 
that  purpose.  Three  children  were  sent  by  us  for  admiss'on  and  treatment 
during  1925. 


We  ha\e  a Voluntarx-  Care  Committee,  consisting  of  about  40  ladies 
resident  in  the  town  who  interest  themselves  m the  work  of  the  Maternity  and 
C hild  W elfare  C.entre.  Ihree  of  this  number  are  members  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  W'elfare  Sul)-Committee.  In  this  connection  there  is  a Mothers’ 
{ lub  which  meets  one  e\ening  every  fortnight  at  the  Maternit\-  Centre.  A 
(nurse  of  lectures  and  pract  cal  demonstrations  is  given.  There  is  also  a 
.Savings  Scheme  in  connec'tion  with  the  Mothers’  Club. 


All  children  have  record  cards  and  when  each  child  attains  the  age 
of  5 \'ears  the  card  is  transferred  to  the  School  Vledical  Dejiartment.

The  maternal  deatlis  occurrinj^  in  the  years  1924  and  1925,  producing 
a high  maternal  mortality  rate  have  eaused  me  to  make  strict  enquiries  in 
regard  to  these  deaths,  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  if  an)^  preventive 
means  could  be  suggested  for  the  future.

Case  E. — Puerperal  .Sejisis.  Scarlet  Fever  in  house. 

Case  F. — Puerperal  Sepsis.  Scarlet  Fe\er  in  house. 

Case  (j. — Puerperal  .Sepsis. 

Case  A. — This  womnn’s  s’ster  also  died  from  haunorrhage  at  her  first  con- 
finement. 

Case  B. — Was  an  In-patient  Blackburn  Ro}’al  Infirmary,  and  died  there. 

Case  C. — Died  in  Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn.

Tn  all  these  cases  medical  men  were  engaged  for  the  confinement  and 


also  a midwife. 

AH  the  cases  except  Case  F.  represented  good  families,  residing  m 
good  sanitary  houses,  situated  in  the  best  areas  in  the  town. 


In  1925. 

During  this  year  6 maternal  deaths  occurred. 

Case  1.— Post-partum  haemorrhage. 

Case  2. — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis — ^Acute. 

Case  3. — Ruptured  Ectopic  Gestation,  haemorrhage. 

Case  4. — Post-partum  henemorrhage. 

Case  5. — Post-partum  concealed  haemorrhage. 

Case  6. — Dystocia,  shock. 

As  in  1924,  all  these  cases  belonged  to  the  comfortable  middle  class 
section  of  the  population.  In  each  case,  a,  midwife  belonging  to  the  District 
Nursing  Home  was  engaged,  and  also  a medical  attendant. 

In  Case  No.  1 the  family  j^h^'sician  had  the  woman  under  his  personal 
observation  for  some  time  previous  to  her  confinement. 

Cases  No.  3 and  5 were  sent  to  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  for 
surgical  treatment. 

From  the  results  of  all  my  enquiries,  I am  of  oiiinion  that  every  care 
and  attention  was  given  by  midwives,  medical  men,  and  the  Institutions,  in 
these  trying  and  difficult  cases.  F'urther  I am  com  inced  that  none  of  these 
cases  were  suitable  cases  for  a Maternity  Home. 
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During  1924—184  Expectant  Mothers  attended  the  Ante-natal  Clinics 

at  our  Centre,  and  the  Nurses  made  765  visits  to  their 
homes. 

During  1925 — 159  E.xpectant  Mothers  attended,  and  the  Nurses  visits 

numbered  453. 

At  the  Clinics  and  wlien  the  Nurses  pa\’  their  visits,  the  Mothers  are 
advised  concerning  their  personal  h\-giene,  the  requirements  for  the  coming 
event,  and  ])ractical  demonstrations  concerning  these  are  given.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  no  deaths  or  illness  occurred  amongst  these  mothers,  all 
passing  through  gocxl  confinements. 

We  are  encouraging  in  every  wa>-  this  section  of  our  work,  and  hope  it 
will  increase. 


INFANTS  ATTENDING  THE  CENTRES. 

During  1924,  two  hundred  and  fifteen  babies  born  in  1924  attended. 
.Seven  died  within  12  months,  gi\ing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  32.5. 

During  1925,  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  babies  born  in  1925  attended 
the  Centre,  si.x  dying  within  twehe  months,  gi\  ing  a rate  of  35.5. 

When  it  is  considered  that  at  the  Centres  we  get  many  ailing  babies, 
these  rates  are  gornl  and  must  be  encouraging  to  the  work  of  Health  \’isitors. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  six  years  the  decline  in  the  number  of  Still  Births  deserxes 
attention,  and  must  be  examined  in  relation  to  the  infantile  mortality  on  the 
one  hand,  and  the  number  of  births  on  the  other  hand. 

The  number  of  births  has  rapidly  fallen  from  845  in  1920,  to  546  in  1925. 
The  .Still  Births  haxe  had  a more  rapid  fall,  \-et  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate, 
although  it  gradually  fell  from  93  ])er  1,000  births  in  1920,  to  67  in  1924,  rose 
to  119  in  1925,  when  the  .Still  Births  reached  their  lowest  figure. 

Upon  examining  the  deaths  which  occur  during  the  first  month  of 
life,  and  particularly  during  the  first  14  days,  one  is  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  is  a close  relationship  between  the  fluctuations  of  the  actual  still  births 
ami  actual  deaths,  during  the  first  few  days  of  life.  If  the  still  births  in  1925 
had  the  same  relation  to  the  total  births  in  1925,  as  the  st  11  births  in  1920 
had  to  the  births  in  1920^  the  infantile  death  rate  of  1925  would  ha\e  been 
amongst  the  lowest  of  the  series. 
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The  facts  are  these.  Of  tlie  Infant  deaths  in  1925,  twenty-three  were 
due  to  congenital  conditions  at  birth,  and  weakly  childien  much  under  weight. 
Of  these,  4 died  within  1 hour  ; 8 li\cd  over  1 hour  but  died  within  24  hours  , 
while  1 1 others  died  on  or  before  the  1 1th  da}’  ; making  23  deaths  on  or  before 
the  11th  da>'.

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Meteorology. 


The  Meteorological  Observatory  is  at  Bold  Venture  Park  in  Lat.  53°  41' 
25"  N.,  and  Lon.  2°  28'  32"  W. , and  is  at  an  altitude  of  728  feet  above  mean 
sea  level. 

Observations  are  taken  twice  daily  at  9 a.m.  and  9 p.m. 


This  station  is  connected  with  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  called  a 
Normal  Climatological  Station.  A report,  gi\ing  all  details  of  readings,  is 
sent  each  month  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  London. 


The  tcjtal  rainfall  for  the  tear  is  1339.1  millimetres,  or  52.72  inches 
being  recorded  on  227  da, vs  ; the  average  for  the  last  nineteen  years  being 
55.32  inches.  The  greatest  monthly  fall  was  in  Februar)^  228.3  millimetres  ; 
and  the  lowest  in  June  6.6  millimetres.  The  greatest  dail}'  fall  was  39.8  milli- 
metres, on  August  21st. 


The  total  sunshine  registered  on  277  da5'’s  during  the  year  was  1204.2 
hours,  the  at  erage  for  nineteen  t'cars  is  1143.0  hours.  June  registered  the 
highest  monthly  total,  237.5  hours  ; and  January  the  lowest,  29.1  hours.  The 
highest  dail}’  reading  was  13.1  hours,  on  June  9th. 


The  mean  minimum  temperature  in  shade  was  40.5°,  being  equal  to  the 
average  for  the  last  nineteen  \ ears,  which  was  40.5°.  The  lowest  monthly 
mean  was  in  December,  31.5°,  and  the  lowest  reading  for  the  \'ear  23.1°,  on 
December  2nd, 


The  ma.xinium  wind  \elocity  was  on  December  31st,  when  a West 
.South-West  wind  was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  54  miles  i)er  hour. 


No  obser\ations  of  calm  were  recorded,  29  observations  of  snow,  17 
obser\ations  of  hail,  7 obserxations  of  thunder,  thunderstorm  on  11  days,  31 
observations  of  hoar  frost,  153  observations  of  mist,  103  observa.tions  of 
ground  frost,  7 obser\ations  of  snow  King,  61  observations  of  fog,  3 observa- 
tions of  gale,  87  obser\  ations  of  dew,  2 obserxations  of  wet  fog,  and  1 obser- 
xation  of  lightning.

riie  water  supjily  on  the  farms  is  fairl)’  fjood  and  the  utensils,  milk- 
cans  and  water  trouglis  have  been  kept  clean,  although  in  two  or  three  cases 
I have  had  to  complain  of  the  water  troughs  and  the  cattle  requiring  cleansing. 

On  October  30th  a case  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  broke  out  at  Stand 
Farm,  Floddlesden.  Iwenty  head  of  cattle  were  destroyed  and  burnt,  and 
the  whole  of  the  farm  buildings,  etc.,  were  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Owing  to  the  vary  stringent  regulations  relating  to  the  movement  of 
cattle,  the  s’ding  at  Darwen  .Station  where  cattle  arrived  for  slaughter  was

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS,  1890-1924. 

BURY  STREET  AREA. 

On  June  5th,  1924,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Llealth  made  an  official  repre- 
sentation to  the  Council  regarding  the  above  area.  The  Council  subsequently 
presented  a petition  to  the  Minister  of  Health  under  the  above-mentioned  Acts 
for  an  order  confirming  a scheme  made  by  them  for  the  improvement  of  the 
area,  the  boundaries  of  which  were  fu'ly  described.  The  Minister  of  Health 
directed  a public  local  enquiry  into  the  subject  matter  of  the  petition. 
Inspector  H.  A.  Chapman,  Esq.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  held  the  enquiry  in  the  Municipal 
Buildings,  Darwen,  on  Thursday,  February  26th,  1925,  and  afterwards  in- 
spected the  properties  in  the  district. 
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At  the  enquir}'  full  jjarticulars  were  supplied  regarding  the  structural 
condition  of  each  of  the  66  dwellinghouses  and  19  other  buildings.  The  re- 
ports gave  full  particulars  and  measurements  of  all  rooms,  floor  space,  area 
of  windows,  street  measurements,  sanitary  accommodation,  etc.  All  defects 
in  buildings,  etc.,  were  carefully  enumerated  and  plans  were  submitted. 

Much  information  was  also  given  regarding  the  condition  of  the  health 
of  the  occui)ants,  nature  of  employment,  distance  from  place  of  em})lo\'ment 
or  school,  etc,,  etc.  This  scheme  entailed  a great  deal  of  labour  and  time. 

The  Plan  of  the  Area  in  colours  giving  the  result  of  the  enquiry  is 
presented  with  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 


DIRTY  HOUSES. 

In  the  monthly  reports  submitted  to  Committee,  details  were  given  of 
certain  Houses  situated  in  Green  Street,  Hutchinson  Court,  Noble  Street, 
Shorrock  Fold,  William  Street,  Bur\’  Street,  Robert  Street,  Back  Richard 
Street  and  Back  Duckworth  .Street,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a filtlu’  condi- 
tion. Preliminar}-  and  statutor\-  notices  were  served  upon  the  occupiers,  and 
the  cleansing  was  ultimately  done  to  our  satisfaction.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


One  hundred  and  four  cases  were  notified,  which  were  distributed  as 
follows  18  m West-Central  Ward,  47  in  North-East  Ward,  and  39  in  North- 
West  Ward.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notification  of  the  existen^re  of  these 
cases,  the  houses  were  visited  and  a.  thorough  examination  of  the  premises 
made,  any  defects  in  the  drainage,  sanitary  arrangements,  etc.,  I caused  to 
be  remedied  as  quickly  as  possible.  Sixteen  patients  suffering  from  Scarlet 
f ever,  one  from  Erysipelas,  and  one  from  Enteric  Fever,  were  removed  under 
my  supervision  to  Bull  Hill  Hospital.  The  rooms  previously  occupied  by  the 
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patients  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfegted.  During  the  year  80  rooms 
were  fumigated  and  53  loads  of  bedding,  etc.,  disinfected.  A complete  list 
of  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  various  wards  is  included 
in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 


BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 


.Sixty  observations  were  taken,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration. 

The  following  Time  Limit  is  in  force  in  the  Borough — 

One,  Two  or  Three  Boilers  .. . 5 minutes’  Black  .Smoke  per  hour. 

Four  or  more  Boilers  7 minutes’  Black  Smoke  per  hour. 

In  two  instances  the  Time  Limit  was  exceeded  and  .Statutory  Notices 

were  served  upon  the  occupiers  of  the  mills  calling  for  abatement  of  the 
nuisance.

.Advantage  has  again  been  taken  of  the  mills  being  closed  owing  to  trade 
depression  and  holidays,  etc.,  to  carry  out  repairs  of  boilers,  economisers, 
stokers,  etc.  Owing  to  trade  depression  several  mills  have  been  closed  for 
varying  periods  during  the  v ear  and  other  mills  have  ))rovided  partial  employ- 
ment only.

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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  33  farms,  with  68  shippons,  and  4 milk  shops  in  the  Northern 
District.  In  addition  there  are  many  purveyors  of  milk  whose  farms  are 
situated  without  the  Borough.  No  dairy  cows  have  been  kept  during  the  year 
at  Hollv'  Bank  Farm.  A few  farms  are  used  chiefly  for  rearing  A'oung  stock. 
About  500  cows  are  stalled  in  the  shippons,  in  additions  to  )-oung  stock  and 
o.xen.  Improvements  were  carried  out  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and

Many  repairs  of  a minor  nature  were  also  carried  out. 

I have  continued  to  watch  carefully  the  water  supplies  at  the  various 

farms. 


A sam])le  of  water  was  taken  from  the  prixate  supjfly  at  Lower  Coney 
Farm  which  upon  analysis  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

At  Turn  Lane  Farm  the  water  suppl>-  has  been  improved  and  now 
appears  to  be  adequate.  A new  tank  has  liecn  constructed  ami  pipes  laid 
therefrom  to  the  farm.  The  possibility  of  contamination  from  surface  wash- 
ings has  therefore  been  prevented. 

Copies  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Regulations  in  force 
in  the  Borough  have  again  been  supplied  to  each  farmer  and  pur\e}-or  of 
nolk.  Each  farmer  has  also  been  suppbed  with  copies  of  circulars  issued  b}- 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  relating  to  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Anthrax,  etc. 


INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Many  Inspections  of  the  12  Elementary  Schools  were  made  iiarticularly 
during  the  vacations,  viz.,  Easter,  Mid-Summer,  and  (Tristmas,  to  survey  the 
buildings  and  ascertain  if  the  cleaning  had  been  .lone  in  accordance  with  your 
requirements,  as  issued  prior  to  each  \acation  by  Mr.  W.  Brethcrick,  Secretary 
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of  Education.  The  work  was  done  in  accordance  with  instructions.  Defects 
in  the  buildings,  means  of  \ entilation,  drainage,  and  pavement  of  yards  were 
referred  to  the  Education  Department  for  attention.  Many  defects  were 
remedied.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  accompanied  me  to  many  of  the 

Schools. 


TRIPERIES,  Eto. 


Two  tripe  dressing  firms  occiijn-  jiremises  at  the  Corporation  buildings 
adjacent  to  tire  Pig  Abattoir  in  James  Street  West.  The  greatest  possible 
care  is  exercised  to  avoid  effluvia  nuisances.  The  waste  material  is  removed 
daily  and  cremated. 


One  gut  scraper  carries  out  the  preliminary  part  of  his  work  in  separate 
premises  situated  at  the  Public  Abattoirs.  The  casings  are  sent  out  of  town 
tc  be  scraped,  etc.  There  was  no  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year. 


The  Public  Plealth  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  came  in  force  on  April 
1st,  1925,  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  have  been  strictly  enforced. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875  TO  1907. 

During  the  year  I purchased  15  samples  of  milk  and  forwarded  them 
to  the  Count}'  Analyst  for  examination  which  upon  analysis  proved  to  be 
genuine.  Sample  No.  53A  contained  5.45  jier  cent,  of  fat  and  was  therefore 
a very  rich  sample  of  milk. 


I have  continued  to  keep  a sharp  outlook  over  the  various  articles  of 
food  offered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  in  the  district  and  places  where 
food  is  prepared  have  been  kept  under  observation.  The  butchers’  shops  are 
regularly  visited.  For  jiarticulars  regarding  the  inspection  of  meat  see  the 
Meat  Inspector’s  Report. 


The  30  Chipped  Potato  and  Fried  Fish  Shops  have  received  attention. 

The  15  Wet  Fish  Shops  in  the  district  have  been  periodically  visited  and 
many  improvements  to  the  drains,  etc.,  have  been  effected.  Fish  offal  is 
removed  daily  to  the  Destructor  Works. 
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MODEL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

Durinj^r  the  year  there  lias  been  an  iiu  reasi'  of  10.30  per  month  in  the 
number  of  lodgers  when  compared  with  1924.  This  is  the  only  common 
lodging  house  in  the  town,  a distinct  advantage  from  a public  health  stand- 
point, 1 frequently  visited  the  house,  often  in  the  evening  after  the  lodgers 
had  retired  to  rest,  when  the  number  of  culiicles  occupied  was  checked  and 
the  books  e.xamined.

INSPECTION  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

There  are  three  Picture  Houses  in  the  Northern  District  which  ha\e 
been  regularly  insj^ected  during  the  year.  lmpro\'ements  ha\e  been  made  in 
the  sanitary  arrangements  at  two  of  the  houses  and  several  other  minor 
defects  remedied. 


CLOSET  CONVERSIONS. 

During  the  }'ear  15  pail  closets  anti  12  waste  water  closets  were  con- 
\erted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  remaining  25  jiail  closets  would  have  been  converted  long  ago 
but  difficulties  in  regard  to  drainage  were  encountered.  An  endeavour  is 
now  being  made  to  overcome  these  drainage  problems  and  con\ert  the  closets. 


A.  few  pail  closets  cannot  lie  ('onvertecl  as  they  are  situated  at  too 
great  a distance  from  the  sewers. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

NATIONAL  RAT  WEEK,  NOVEMBER  2nd  to  7th,  1925. 

During  the  jireceding  week  the  occujjiers  of  mills,  workshops,  food 
stores,  farms,  warehouses,  etc.,  were  communicated  with  and  supplied  with 
copies  of  ihe  M nistr\'’s  Oircular  No.  264  T.R.  The  response  was  good  and 
an  earnest  endeaxour  was  made  to  destroy  Rodents,  etc.  The  work  done 
l)ro\ed  to  be  \ er\’  effectixe.  'Fhe  v'arious  mill  owners,  farmers,  etc.,  now 
exercise  ccnstant  vigilance  and  a great  many  more  cats  are  being  kept. 
During  the  }-ear  jioisoned  bait  was  placed  in  selected  and  suitable  places 
known  to  be  infested  and  the  result  was  satisfactory.  In  some  infested 
buildings  the  drains  were  found  to  be  fault}-,  gixing  Rodents  access  to  the 
buildings.  These  were  remedied  at  once. 


MANURE  PITS. 

'I'he  midden  steads  were  regularl}'  inspected  and  precautions  were 
again  taken  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  caused  b}'  flies. 


OTHER  MATTERS. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  in  addition  to  the 
printed  report,  f have  submitted  a detailed  t}])e-written  statement  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  my  dis-trict. 

I am  ])’eased  to  say  that  the  ser\i('e  of  Informal  and  Statutory  Notii'es 
ha<l  the  effect  i)f  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Maii}^  Agreement  forms  have  been  signed  b}-  owners  of  pro]>erty  for 
the  Corporation  woikmen  to  (mrr}-  out  repairs,  etc.,  to  bac'k  }'ards,  drains, 
closets,  etc. 

This  work  has  been  tlone  under  mx’  sujiervision.

MEAT  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1925. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Slaughter  House  Committee. 


CjENTLEMEN, 

All  aniina's  wc're  examined  upon  arrixal  at.  The  Abattoirs,  where  they 
were  jjenned  in  the  lairages,  fed  and  rested  l)ef(n'e  slaughter.  'The  strictest 
suj)er\ision  was  at  all  times  maintained  to  prexent  the  possibility  of  ill-treat- 
ment and  e\ery  effort  was  made  to  ensure  slaughtering  being  done  expedi- 
tiouslx'  and  in  as  humane  a manner  as  possible. 


FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

1 here  were  man_\'  outbreaks  of  this  disease  in  the  country  iluring  the 
_\ear  but  the  Borough  was  perfectly  free  from  the  disease  until  October  30th, 
where  a beast  was  certified  to  be  affected  at  a local  farm  situated  in  South- 
I'iast  Ward.  The  d'agnosis  was  ratified  and  the  who-le  of  the  stock,  vi/..,  20 
beasts  were  destrox^ed. 

On  Wednesday',  December  23rd,  another  beast  was  certified  to  be 
affected  with  the  disease  at  a farm  in  West-Central  W’ard.  This  also  led  to 
the  killing  of  the  whole  herd,  xiz.,  7 beasts  and  2 calx’es. 

The  slaughtering  and  cremation  of  the  cattle  and  disinfection  of  the 
shippons,  etc.,  at  the  aboxe  farms  was  done  under  the  direct  sujicrxision  of 
officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Police  Inspei'tor  Watkinson. 

Owing  to  the  infected  places  being  situated  within  2 miles  of  the  Public 
.Abattoirs,  restrictions  were  for  a time  imposed  jirohibiting  the  moxemeiU  of 
lixe  cattle  in  the  area.  Cattle  brought  into  the  loxvn  from  markets,  etc., 
outside  of  the  infected  area  were  conxexed  b}-  motors,  etc.,  to  the  Aliatlo  rs 
until  the  area  was  declared  to  be  free  from  the  disease. 

The  jirex^alence  of  the  disease  in  the  count rx'  during  the  year  interfered 
greatly  with  the  mox-ement  of  rattle  to  and  from  the  principal  markets  fre- 
([uented  by  our  butchers,  xiz.  : — Salforil.  Birkenhead,  Preston,  etc.  This 
has  no  doubt  diminished  to  some  extent  the  number  of  cattle  slaughte  red 
locally  during  the  x-ear  1925. 


SWINE  FEVER  REGULATIONS. 

Mcin\'  pitjs  from  jjrescrilied  areas  ha\'e  been  deli\  ered  to  the  Abattoirs 
under  license  and  slaug'litered  within  the  time  sjjecified. 

INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

Many  of  the  retail  butchers  obtain  their  supplies  from  wholesale  dealers 
wilhout  the  Borough,  and  large  consignments  of  chilled  and  frozen  meat  are 
brought  into  the  town  weekl}’,  necessitating  insiiection  of  meat  in  retail  shops. 

Consignments  of  Fresh  Meat  have  been  received  from  Birkenhead, 
Bolton,  Blnckburn  and  Wd’lpsliire,  and  [lasscd  through  our  Abattoir  store 
rooms. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

These  regulations  became  operative  on  April  1st,  192,5,  and  the  general 
firoxisions  were  immediately  enforced  in  the  Borough.  A sharp  outlook  is 
being  maintained  to  see  that  the  orders  are  obeyed.

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  slaughter  several  animals 
alter  the  usual  hours,  mther  during  evenings  or  week-ends.  I was  present 
at  the  Abattoirs  on  these  occasions.  Many  visits  to  farms  were  also  found 
to  be  necessary  prior  to  the  removal  of  animals  to  the  Abattoir. 
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A great  many  carcases  required  special  examination.  Twenty-five 
beasts  and  36  pigs  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  the  entire 
carcases  of  two  l>easts  and  two  pigs  so  affected  were  condemned  and 
<lestro}ed.  The  affected  parts  of  57  other  carcases  and  internal  organs 
similarly  affected  were  condemned  and  destroyed.  It  was  also  found  neces- 
sary to  condemn  and  destroy  the  entire  carcases  and  internal  organs  of  the 
following  animals  for  reasons  stated,  \iz.  : —

hour  pigs  Hepatitis  and  Jaundice. 

One  pig  Peritonitis. 

One  ca!f  Naval  111  and  Joint  111.
